PRINCE OF DUMB, President 
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57 YEARS OF CONFEDERATION 




GOD built Him a continent of alory and filled It with treasures 
untold. He carpeted it with soft-rolling prairies and pillared 
it with thundering mountains. He studded It with perennial 
fountains and n-aced It with long winding streams. He graced It 
with deep shadowed forests and filled them with song. 

Then He called unto peoples of the old world, and summoned 
the hravest among them. They cainc, each bearing a gift and a 
hope. The glow of adventure was in their eyes, and ia their souls 
was the vigor of victory. Out of the longings of human hearts and 
Hie prayers of men, out or the wealth of tbla diversified mass of 
peoples— Scotch, English, Irish, Welsh, French, German, loelandic— 
God fashioned a nation in love, blessed it with a purpose sublime— 
and the world knows It to-day as Canada, the Land of the Maple! 
Happy the man who may .boast of citizenship 'neath Its emblem! 

But It was not always tbus. for the Dominion of Canada, as we 
know it to-day, was born of the eres of conflict that have flamed 
more or less Intensely for nigh on two centuries. Thank God, It has 
been refiniag fire, and in this 
year ot our Lord, 1924, we may 
<<ay that the dross of racial ani- 
mosity, petty prejudice, and bi-lin- 
gual difficulty, have hoen consum- 
ed and lost In a paramount desire 
for a united and purified Canada. 
To-day the Dominion of Canada is 
no mere experlmeut. Side by side 
with the leading nations of both 
hemispheres she proudly takes her 
stand and Is creditably making her 
contributions to the world. 

On July 1st, 1924, It will be 
fifty-seven years since XJpper and 
Lower Canada, New Brunswick 
and Nova Scotia united as the Do- 
minion of Canada under a federal 
system. Pour distinct and easily 
traceable Influences worked to 
bring about the ennctment of the 
British North America Act— the 
constitution of the Dominion — by 
the Imperial Parliament in 1867. 
Two of these influences were at 
work In Canada, the first operating 
In the United Provinces, and the 
second in the Maritime territory. 
The third Influence was potent at 
Westminster, and the fourth was 
American. 

Canadian historians credit an 
Englishman by the name of Colonel Moore as being the first to 
conceive of a great Canadian Confederation such as came into being 
In 1S07, The Colonel's dream was, considered a hit empyrean in 
the war-torn days of 1783, yet proved to be a seed-suggestion from 
which germinated a national tree, under which many nationalities 
might dwell In peace. 

The Influouce of the United States of America had no mean 
bearing on the final drive for Confederation. The success of the 
federal system, the union of States), interests, ambitions, etc., in the 
Southern Republic augured well for the success of n somewhat sim- 
ilar project In Canada. Furthermore, Confederation was strongly 
'ireed by some of England's moat s&gactoUB statesmen uhd wan u 
live tople for discussion In Parliament for a number of years. 

Lot it also be remembered that previous to 1840, what was 
lenowa as Upper atd Lower Canada (approximately Quebec and 
Ontario) woro separate territories, with govornment headquarters 
at Quoboc City and Toronto, respectively. Both governments were 
poorly systematized. Educational advantages were almost nil. Fraud, 
patronage, and grood swayed the bulk of administrators. It was In 
1S10, largely owing to the Investigation and report of Lord Durham, 
that those two Provinces wtre united by Act ot the British Parlia- 
ment. The union worked out to the advantage of both Provinces,

and resulted in a more widespread propaganda advocating union 
with the Maritime Provinces and British Columbia. 

Thus ll came about that in June, 1864, the legislatures of 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and Prince Edward Island passed reso- 
lutions authorizing their governments to send representatives to a 
convention to be held «t Clrarlottetown (lie following September, 
The United Provinces also sent a delegation urging Confederation, 
and they were (.-ordlally received. 

A Becond convention was later held at Quehec, when Newfound- 
land waa represented. However, tbe Sea-girt Isle and Prince Edward 
Island Withdrew from negotiations, and tbe. United Provinces, Nova 
Scotia, and Now Brunswick emhodled their resolutions into The 
British North America Act, which- was passed by Imperial Parlia- 
ment, received royal assent on March 29th, 1867. and on the follow- 
ing July 1st the Dominion of Canada officially came into existence 
to take her place among the peace-loving nations of the world. 

After the settlement of Rlel's Rebellion, Manitoba entered the 
Confederation in 1871. British 
Columbia quickly followed Mani- 
toba's lead, but Ihe territories ly- 
ing hetween, though formirv pari 
of the Dominion, were without 
Provincial autonomy until 1905. 

It is difficult, in view of the 
buoyancy and prosperity which 
have followed Confederation, to 
imagine the hesitation and suspic- 
ion which marked the Dominion's 
early history. But, under the Mess- 
ing of God, and through the se.lt- 
sncrlnclng service and astute state- 
craft of such men as Sir John A. 
MacDonald. Sir Chas. Tuppcr, and 
others, the union, begun as a bo:id 
on paper, has developed into a 
great Dominion with vaBt visible 
wenlth. International ambitions, 
and exalted ideals. 

Now Canada's day has dawned. 
The tide of immigration steadily 
rises. Railways span the erst- 
while uninhabited prairies. Canals 
people with argosies have evolv- 
ed over night. Agricultures indus- 
tries, mining, populous cities, all 
are flourishing. Tbe magic expan- 
alon has been Dominion-wide, and 
the first half century of its exis- 
tence closed seven ypars ago with 
wealth, prosperity, and hopes that more than Justify the most far- 
seeing of the Fathers of Confederation 

On July 1st, the 57th birthday of our fair Dominion, let every 
citizen pay the tribute of loving memory to those venerable 
"Fathers." whose unselfish service and prophetic vision made union 
possible. And shall we not, as did they, lay our lives upon the 
altar of posterity (hat the Canada of our sons and daughters shall 
not perish from tho face of tbe earth? 

It will not surprise the student of nineteenth century religious 
movements that this vast territory, with its ever increasing popnla- 
lon, appeared a fertile field for the sowing of Gospel seed. ConRe- 
ttuuully, just fifteen years alter Confederation, the Dominion was 
Invaded hy The Salvatfou Army. A certain Joe Ludgate and Colonel 
Addle fU.S.A.), flrat unfurled the Yellow, Tied and Blue, when open- 
ing services were conducted In London, Ont. 

The efforts of the pioneers to secure an indoor congregation met 
with abjoct failure for n tlm«s although tremendous crowds gathered 
to listen to tbe Open-air preachers. This nloofness, however, disap- 
peared immediately the first notable convert was registered. After 
that rapid strides vers made. The Movement espnnded, neighbor- 
ing towns were bombarded, and to-day, after forty-two years of ag- 
gression.

WHAT a. prosaic topic to be sure 
—one's self! Especially when 
that particular ".self" ia so re- 
markably lnimau, commonplace anil 
ordinary, bulging neither with effici- 
ency nnr success, but simply a plod- 
ding, every-day Salvation Army Mis- 
sionary Officer. 

I distinctly recall asking my music 
teacher to teach me Chopin's Funeral 
Mareh. I was then about fifteen years' 
of age. He uulicai- 
tatingly refused. I 
was disappointed. 
He explained thnt 
hearts mnst be in 
unison with the 
theme to effectively 
convey the author's 
intentions regarding 
It. The whole houl 
must ha thrown with 
intensity 01 Teeli.ig 
into auoli an oration, 
though musical. Of 
this he considered 
ine — rightly so, I 
now admit — incap- 
able. 

How many times 
since have I medi- 
tated upon this In- 
cident, and have 
wondered whether 
my soul has boen 
tuned sufficiently to 
fit me to manipulate, 
if. but a few or the 
ivories, which form 
the massive keyboard of service in 
the Missionary .Field. 

The prill vege of Missionary service 
is mine. Oh, bow I value it! From 
childhood I desired to place my lite 
at His disposal for this work. I 
worked, studied, prayed, thought and 
hoped, all with this goal iu view. I 
could not tell anyone of my hopes, 
for my frail body made their realiz- 
ation a seemiug impossibility. God 
has been at great pains to prepare 
me tor my life's work. For nine years 
I worked iu a London firm, the only 
Salvationist among two thousand 
other workers. Then came Officer- 
ship, but Missionary service still 
seemed a great way oft. For seven 
years, lu Canada and in Newl'ouud- 
lond, still praying, preparing, still 
witlt my heart ever turning toward 
the East — I worked on. Then the 
greater privilege came! Nearly ten 
years have rolled by since theu, but 
the wonder of it hriB never ceased. 
Dally my prayer in that I may bave o 
true conception of the honor, as well 
as of the responsibility, of being 
permitted to represent Josas to the 
Christlcss crowds of India. The mag- 
nitude of the privilege grows upon me. 
daily, ns docs my titter unworthlness 
and need of Divine support. 

The Joy of service! The reality, 
the depth, the soilndnefis, the satisfac- 
tion of It defies my best efforts at 
description. How I love that little 
insight into the Immunity of Jemis. 
which Is given us in the Scriptures, 
where It says: "Who for the joy that 
that wiih set before Him, endured the 
cross. " Calvary was all miffei'lng, but 
the Joy followed.

appear to have Its OTlgln in suffering. 
1 Temember ou one occasion being 
asked to raid the "bnd" quarters of 
a certain Indian city. 1 was the only 
woman SulvatIoiii.it in the city. Such 
vork was new to ine. and I was 
sick with suffering over the loss of 
my little one. just a lew weeks be- 
fore. My husband, always sympathetic 
and understanding, proposed a visit 
that day to fix up the grave ' of our 
little one. During our last few mo- 
ments there, he cau- 
tiously mentioned 
"other mothers' 
daughters." I saw 
it all in a flash, and 
decided there and 
then that no effort, 
as far as 1 was con- 
cerned, should be 
too mneli to save 
them. And so it hap- 
pened, that every 
morning on my way 
to my new sphere 
or labor, I called in 
at the cemetery, 
which was on the 
main Toad and quite 
near, and by that 
wee grave, craved 
strength and wis- 
dom to win those 
"o t h e r mothers' 
daughters" for Him. 
Thus was my own 
heart blessed, my 
sorro*/ lightened, 
and of the outcome 
or the labor put In, well, eternity will 
make its own revelations. 

So has it been atl through. A dark- 
er hour than that, which left me — 
from the human standpoint— alone, 
has come since then, and though my

Converted as a young man in the

because of Holiness lea chine. A K nt 
was one day walking along 
one of London's streets, feel- 
ing disconsolate, he came 
across Jack Addie (now Col- 
onel Addie of U.S.A.) and 
Joe Ludgale (afterward - Offi- 
•er in charge of the London 
Corps) holding an Open-air 
Meeting. Audio, with whom 
is familiar, shouted to 
him. "Come on. Jacob, you're 
Inst the man we want!" He 
Joined them, and has been a 
Salvationist over since. 

Our Comrade recalls seeing 
the first Army convert. It 
was fn the old skating rink 
In the Forest. City. As the 
man knelt in the sawdust a 



rowdy shoved him over, but the man 
rose again, prayed through, and wit- 
nessed to a triumphant victory. An- 
other man made an effort to enter 
a private "Roll Call," or Soldiers' 
Meeting, and when resisted displayed 
a bottle of whisky which he promptly 
smashed on the curb. This act was 
sufficient to warrant his ad- 
mission to the Meeting. 

The opposition in those 
days was very bitter. Offi- 
cials and citizens combined 
to make Ihe. lot of. Salvation- 
ists as unbearable as pos- 
sible. Brother Smith was in 
court at the first trial of 
women Officers in I^indou, 
when Judge Larson passed a 
sentence of ten dollars fine or 
ton days' imprisonment. The 
offence was for beating a 
drum. One of the Officers 
answered, "We have nono of 
the Lord's money to waste on 
fines, so we will go to Jail." 
They spent the term in Jail, 
and then continued with their 
Open-air Meetings and drum- 
beating. 

Our Comrade was warned 
on one occasion that he would be. 
como crippled with rheumatism if he 
persisted in kneeling in the mud. He 
then weighed 135 pounds: to-day he 
weighs 202. , He slill works aclivoli 
in the Corps and at his business, and 
his long and varied earner, wilh its 
hardness and difficulties, has served 
to beautify and strengthen his char- 
acter, and has given him an experi- 
ence rich in a knowledge of the love 
of God.

1LLIAM Jones spent his carlv- 
days in Bristol, England. At 
(he. age of fourteen he thought 
he was too big 'for Sunday School, 
and becoming entangled in bad ■com- 
pany he learned to smoke and drink. 
When nineteen years of age he en- 
tered the matrimonial ring, hut this 
solemn and responsible event failed 
Lo change him, for lie became a 
great drunkard.

rt& songs of Commissioner Law- 
ley are precious and famous, and 
they have become an important 
psrt of tbe Salvation Soldier's armory 
and shield. 

Since literary capacity its popn- 
Isrty supposed to depend upon per- 
gonal scholarship, It is instructive to 
note that, when Lawley became an 
Evangelist, he "conld scarcely fill in 
tbe required meagre forms of his can- 
didature." Observe further that "yeara 
later, when his poetic soul found ex- 
pression in original verse, his faulty 
spelling resulted in queer rhymes, 
which the editors were happy to cor- 
rect because of the native rhythm 
and living ideas expressed." La\v,ley, 
we learn, was at no time "able to give 
himself to education in a methodical 
way." and he never reeelved a lesson 
in composition. This, it seems, was 
his first jingle: 
The Devil is a sly old fox. 
If 1 had hlm here I'd put him in a bOK; 
I'd loi k the box and lose the key. 
And drop the box In the deep, deep 
sea, 
Glory, Hallelujah! 

His rate of mature output conform- 
ed to no rule. Sonictlmew the words 
sprang ranter than ho could write 
them down. Over certain of bis songs 
he labored long, wrestling and pray- 
ing; even so, the unfinished perform- 
ance might have to lie aside unfin- 
ished for years. "Then one day the 
missing line or verse would be given." 

On a certain occasion the Pounder 
had been stirring his congregations 
on the Huhject of heart religion — "Oh, 
for hearts that burn with love to 
CJod! Oh, for hearts that ache for 
the stns of the people!" Lawley medi- 
tated on that theme, and one night. In 
his Clapton Quarters, he produced, 
"Wanted, Hearts Baptized with Fire." 

Some of La\vJ«y\s Honga were doubly 
suggested by the Fonndcr-^tbat is to 
nay, the Founder first provided the 
central Idea in one of his discourses 
and afterwards asked Lawley to em- 
body the ideu In r. song. Thus "Have 
you seen the Crucified?" came of a 
missionary appeal by the old General 
in Holland, the verses being com- 
posed "In the train on the homeward 
Journey." An address and a request 
also were similarly responsible for 
"Hark, hear the Saviour knocking!" 
Mrfi. Carpenter Is able to supply an 
interesting note: "The Commissioner 
told nip, 'This is one of the songs 
Of which God said to mo, "Here you 
are, Lawley," and I had only to write 
it -down.' "

EN the Master's command, "Be shod with ■ sandals," we. find much food 
for thought. In the first place I submit that: 

1.— WE FIND AN APPEAL FOR SIMPLICITY 

There were three classes of people in Palestine: the slaves who 
went bare-footed; the rich who wore elaborate shoes; and the working 
class who wore sandals, which are simple, serviceable, and strong. 
There was, therefore, something definite and significant about the 
Masters words, "Be shod with sandals." He stressed the utility and no- 
bility of simplicity. Now the line of simplicity is invariably the line of 
strength. Bunyon's books survive because the vocabulary used is that of 
the common people. Several pages do not contain a single word of more 
than two syllables. The simplest language is the strongest, and the 
simplest lives are the strongest. We are told to avoid the vulgarities of 
the slave market on the one hand and undue affectations on the other. 
All through the ages the pendulum of ecclesiastical fashion has swung 
between bare feet and golden slip- 
pers. One time the church gloried 
in her poverty, her Followers wore 
no shoes, dwssed in rags, and so 
on. Then the seene changed. The 
church gloried in her wealth; the 
world paid tribute to the Popes, 
Rome rolled in riches, and her 
proud Bishop, Innocent the Fourth, 
said that never again need the 
church lament that silver and gold 
had she none. Neither spectacle is 
an edifying one. Jesus said, "Let 
your moderation be known unto 
all men." 

2.— IT IS OUR DUTY TO CON- 

SERVE' BOTH THE DIGNITY 

AND MODESTY OF HOLY 

THINGS 

A certain offense in ancient laws 
was to he punished by the depriva- 
tion of dignily. "Thou sliait looac 
his shoe from off his feet, and his 
name shall be called in Israel, the house of him. that hath his shoe 
loosed." Those who have read the dramatic story in the Book of Kuth 
know the bitterness of that reproach. The man whose shoes were pub- 
licly removed was like an officer dc-ranked in the sight of the whole 
regiment. He became the subject of derision and contempt. Better to 
wear sandals and be respected than to wear golden slippers and provoke 
disgust. Rett we must sound a deeper depth. "Be shod with sandals," 
said the Master. 

3,— SANDALS ARE EASILY SLIPPED OFF AND PUT ON 

Be ready at any moment to hare, the feet for a revelation, Moses, 
at the Burning Bttsh was ordered to bare his feet for a revelation. The 
place of revelation is a Holy place. Be shod with sandals so that the 
moment the vision comes, you may be ready accordingly to welcome it. 
We have too great a tendency to lace up our shoes and say good-bye to 
the place of the open vision. The light having gone out of the eye, the 
ring of passion out of the voice, the ashes are black at the altar of the 
son!, the altar on which the sacred fires once blazed. Ready for the 
Revelation, yes, and — Ready for the Road,. Sandals are easily slipped 
on. Be ready, therefore, to slip them off for the open vision, and then 
to put then) on for the road. 

The crest of a certain Missionary Society is a picture of an ox be- 
tween an altar and a plow, whilst underneath the symbols are the words, 
"Ready for either.". The, ox is .ready for service in the field or for sacri- 
fice in the temple. The true soldier of Chfist must be ready at any 
moment to hurry forth to minister to the broken-hearted, or to share 
the burden of those whose load is greater than they czk bare. "Be shod 
with sandals," so that, whether the revelation or the road shall call, you 
are ready for either. Wear the sandals and they will keep you in touch 
with two worlds. The Christian who is wise enough to wear sandals 
ill he of service lo Him who has hidden us "Be shod with sandals."'

Brantford I. Advances to a Front-rank Corps After Years of Struggle— Remodelling 

of Citadel Adds Needed Rooms— Members of the Band, Songsters, League of Mericy, 

Home League and Young People's Corps, Share in Progressive Activity. 



WHERE once Chief Brant of the Mohawk Tribe 
roamed with his Indian braves in wood and 
hush, now stands the thriving Corps of Brant- 
ford I., under the direction of Adjutant and Mrs. Barclay. 
In 1S84 the. Corps was opened, hul. for fully twenty 
years apparemly little progress was made. It was a 
struggling concern, only able to muster halt a dozen in 
the Open-air ring. To 
show the advance there 
were eighty-eight com- 
rades on the march 
on a recent Sunday 
night. The original 
building was not of a 
substantial type, as it 
was often necessary 
for those occupying 
Beats on Ihe platform 
to use umbrellas in 
order to keep off the 
rain. 

For a considerable 
time ,ihe Hall was far 
too small to accom- 
modate the crowds, so 
that it has been 
necessary to make 
extensive interior al- 
terations which have 
materially improved 
the Citadel, and the 
seating capacity has

been iucreased by one 



hundred and fifty seats. New Quarters have been 
bought and the rooms formerly occupied by the Offi- 
cers have been re-modelled, so that the lower portion 
enlarges the auditorium, and the upper portion is used 
for Band and Songster rooms. These are very com- 
fortably equipped and include separate lockers and 
toilets. Twenty-tour hundred dollars have been expend- 
ed on this work, which amount has been raised. "Many 
hands make light work," is a motto which has been 
exemplified in the raising of. this financial burden, and 
the Soldiery has supported the venture splendidly. 

It was during Slaft-Captain Kendall's regime as 
Corps Officer, that the Brantford Band was commenced; 
it now numbers forty players, and for many years 
lias held an excellent reputation. It is making progress 
under Bandmaster John Lee, who has recently been 
commissioned to his important position. This comrade 
was formerly Bandmaster of the West Hartlepool Hand, 
England. The Corps Officers can rely upon a complete 
Band at the Saturday night Open-air and the Holiness 
Mooting on Sunday morning. The Bandsmen show a 
practical willingness to mako any special effort a suc- 
cess, and in this connection Adjutant Barclay states 
that It would be difficult to find a more zealous hand of 
Salvationists. They visit the local Hospital, the House 
of Refuge, and the Sanatorium periodically. 

A fully-uniformed Brigade of Songsters is making 
effective headway under the leadership ot Leader Holl- 
man. The Brigade la very active and recently visited 
two Hamilton Corps. 



Sister Mrs, Knight is ihe Home League Secretary, 
aud is ably assisted by Treasurer Mrs. Leech.

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MARKING another step towards 
the completion of a lone- 
cherished plan, the corner- 
stone or The Salvation Army's new 
Maternity Hospital in Montreal was 
lairi on Monday afternoon, June ftth, 
by Commissioner Charles Sowton. 
The ceremony, which took place at 
three o'clock, was attended by a 
large number of interested friends, 
including Rev. Prof. Paul Villard and 
Prnf. H. F. Armstrong, of McOill 
University: Alderman Robert Bairn", 
of St. Lambert; ex-Judge S. P. Leet 
and Mrs. Leet. and Colonel C. R. 
Price. Mayor Diumette was to have 
heen present, but another engage- 
ment prevented his attending. He 
sent a letter regretting his absence, 
and assuring The Army he would be 
on hand for the formal opening of 
(he building. 

"The need for a new Maternity 
Hospital to replace the one at Outre- 
monl has heen felt for some lime, 
hut a, great many difficulties have 
had to be contended with," Com- 
missioner Kowlon declared. "This 
latest of a long strini; of similar In 
stitutions operated by The Salvation 
Army in Canada and in many oilier 
countries was made (he subject of a 
special appeal several years ago, 
when the sum of S100.000 was 
raised. Since then several d"=:in- 
poinlmenls have occurred. Iril now 
the plan has been put into execiti'm 

"Accommodation in Urn Irjilriing. 
now being erected on ^-filklpy 
Avenue, will be available for between 
forty and fifty patients by the Fall. 
Later it is hoped lhat wings will be 
added and beds provided for one 
hundred patients or more. Tim site 
leaves plenty of room for extension. 
The buildings, for which the contract 
lias been let In John McGregor. 
Limited, will cost, with equipment, 
in the neighborhood of $150.0(10. Of 
that amount there is still SrjO.OOO to 
be subscribed. 

"There will he no difficulty in ar- 
ranging for an adequate and fully- 
trained staff." continued the Com- 
missioner, "for The Salvation Army 
hvis many nurses in training who 
will be ready to step in when 
building is opened, and no anxiety 
is felt as regards the medical staff. 
Montreal doctors have stood beside 
the Outremont Hospital, and they 
will continue their support. The new 
Hospitnl will prove a great benefit 
(o the community and a blessing to 
thousands in need of its care, and 
to (he care of The Ainiy and the 
public he 'eom mended it." 

Appreciation of the work The 
Salvation Army is doing was ex- 
pressed by Alderman Robert Baird 
of St. Lambert, He had, he said, 
been closely connected with The 
Army for thirty-five years. Its activ- 
ities' bad long since passed the ex- 
perimental stage, and those who con- 
tributed (o it were assured every 
dollar would be spent to the best 
advantage. He wished The Army nil 
success in its latest venture. 

Dr. Paul Villard, another speaker 
said he was sure the doctors o 
Montreal would give the new Tnstitu 
Hon nil the assistance necessary 
The Salvation Army's work was one 




that appealed to the public con- 
science, and citizens were proud of 
it. 

'The Army has been carrying on 
Rescue Work among women, young 
girls and children in Montreal for 
over thirty years," stated Brigadier 
DosBrisay. "Up to now, however, it 
has been hampered by poor facilities, 
the buildings used having been too 
small and not suited (o institutional 
work. The new building will remedy 
the sil nation." 

A brief description of the Hospital 
was given by Brigadier Jenning: 
The site which is made up of six 
lots on Walkley Avenue, and four on 
Montclair, comprises about 50,000 
square feet. The building at present 
planned will be three and two 
storevs in height, with a total front- 
age of 144 feet, and a depth of from 
35 to 50 feet. It will be fully equipped 
according to latest design, with semi- 
private and public wards. Day and 
night nurseries and attractive gener- 
al rooms will also be provided. The 
Institution will be a general Mater- 
nity Hospital. 

Following (he conclusion of the 
program of speeches and devotional 
exercises, Commissioner Sowton laid 
the coruer-stone, on which vas 
placed a box containing a lisl of sub- 
scribers to the Institution, and cur- 
rent, copies of the 'War Cry* and 
daily papers.

REAL BOOTH!" That is 
how someone described 
Adjutant Wycliffe Booth, 
tvIio recently passed through To- 
ronto with his illustrious father, our 
General.

Tall, lean, Spectacled, and commanding in appearance; virile or mind, 
blrong of will, nnd possessed of a purposelulneas expressed in all that he 
says aud does, there Is something convincingly, end not unpleasantly, mastor- 
r,il about his bearing. The lines of leadership are emphatically defined in 
his carriage and composition. 

In addition to being what is termed a platform man of already conceded 
distinction, the Adjutant is a talented musician, and this entitles him to a 
place in the esteem of members of The Army's musical fraternity. For sev- 
eral years he was a member oE the International Garrison Statu and during 
that period led the Cadets' Singing Brigade with marlted and remarked 
success. 

To hear the Adjutant speak of his movements about our great Army 
battlefield Is to get the measuro of. his earnestness and to recognise his in- 
tense absorption in the glorious fight being waged, ns well as his unaffected 
enthusiasm over every capture that is made. He lovea souls just because 
lif loves God. His spiritual progression and his ambitions as an Ofilcor have

A LADDER TO HOLINESS

I have a good hope that my Saviour will be with me 
when I come to die, that He will acquit me in the Day of Judgment, and 
thep receive me into Heaven to dwell with Him forever,

WORDS BY A. M. TOPLADY: MUSIC 
BY OR. THOMAS HASTINGS 

IN the year 1756 a young man Of six- 
teen, whilst visiting with his mother 
In Ireland, attended an evangelistic 
meeting neld In a barn at the little vil- 
lage of Codymaln— - at this meeting ha 
sought Salvation. He was none other 
than Augustus Montague Top lady, who 
afterwards wrote this famous hymn. Of 
his conversion the author says: "Strartgo 
that I, who had so long sat under gospel 
preaching In England, should be brought 
right with God In an obscure part of 
Ireland, amidst a handful or people met 
together in a barn and by the ministry 
of one who could hardly spell his own 
name. Surely It was the Lord's doing 
and it Is marvellous." 

At the age of twenty-two Toplady was 
received into the Church of England and 
he was author of many popular hymns. 
He died In 1778. "Rock of Ages" was 
first published In 1776 in The Gospel Mag- 
azine, of which he was the editor. The 
hymn has been more or lesr. altered 
and re-arranged several times since then, 
but the sentiment remains the same. It 
was to this hymn that the beloved Prince 
Consort turned, repeating it constantly 
upon his dcath-bed "for," said he, "if In 
this hour I had only my worldly honors 
and dignities to depend upon, I should 
be poor indeed."

DATES 

DATES nre uaeil extensively as an 
article of food by the natives of 
Northern Africa, and some coun- 
tries in Asia. Their home in at tbe 
very top of a remnrkahle tree, the 
palm, n'hicli la very tall, etraigbt, and 
has no branches, but ou the top has 
a sort of crown of from forty to 
eighty leaves, the fruit hangs In 
bunches. It Ib one of the moet useful 
trees in the world. The trunk makes 
timber for houseH and fences, and 
wood for fuel; the leaves are used 
for making baskets, bogs, mats, fane, 
brushes, rope and cord, and the fruit 
glvee food to millions of people, 
DATE PUDDING 

Into one cupful of sour milk stir 
one teaspoonful of soda, half a tea- 
spoonful of salt, and two thirds ot a 
cupful of sugar. Chop one cupful of 
suet, one pound of dates which have 
been washed and stoned, and one 
pound of nut meats. Add enough flour 
to make n stiff batter. Steam two 
hours. ThiB pudding keeps well and 
may be re-steamed at any time. Serve 
with hard or holled sauce. 
APPLES, STUFFED WITH DATES 

Take half a pound of dates and 
cover with hoiling water. Stir and 
separate them while in the water 
with a silver foTk. Skim them from 
the water" into a pan and set in the 
oven three or four minutes to dry. Cut 
each date into halves, removing the 
stone. Select as many apples as 
needed, pare, core carefully and fill 
with the prepared dates. Bake until 
tender in a hot oven, basting once or 
twice with a little hot water and 
sugar syrup. Serve with a cereal in 
the morning, as a dessert for lunch- 
eon, or dinner with eream. 
DATE GEMS 

Sift two oupfuls Of flour with two 
iteaspoonfuls of baking-powder and 
half a teaspoonful of salt. Into this 
rub one-third cupful of butter or its 
suhBtitute. Add one cupful of dates 
which have been washed, stoned and 
chopped fine, one egg well beaten and 
one and one-third cupful s of milk. 
Bake in hot, well greaBed gem-pans 
for fifteen mlniitGB.

Since 
ffrere are so many people who are 
spiritually blind, and others who 
are partly blind and troubled with 
optical delusions, every Christian 
should esteem it a duty and a 
privilege lo lead at least one soul 
to the Divine Eye Specialist. 

It's of no use trying to describe 
the beauties of spiritual landscapes 
to blind folks. When llipy get 

their eyes opened they will see 
more in five minutes than you 
could describe in five years

But Jesus led him far away 
from these good folks, ami then 
the work was done. 

Oh, we love to tabulate conver- 
sions! I want to say, brother, if 
you have been a faithful servant of 
the Lord Jesus for many years 
there are several of your best con- 
verts whom you have never seen, 
and maybe never will see until you 
meet them in the Glory Land : while 
some of the beautiful cases of con- 
version that you have tabulated 
are seeing men as trees walking, or 
have serious eye trouble that makes 
them unfit for the Master's service. 
The man in our text required 
l wo applications of Divine power 
before he could see clearly. 

There are many who can truth- 
fully sing: 

"At the Cross, at the Cross, where 
I first saw the light. 

And the burden of my heart rolled 
away." 

You dare not deny that they met 
the Saviour and felt the power of 
His salvation. But they are run- 
ning around with a whole stack of 
peculiar ideas. Some of them are 
troubled with megalomania. Mole- 
bills look like mountain^ : disap- 
pointments are described a- heavy 
crosses, and when they Inne 10 go 
up against a little ridicule they 
imagine that a crown of [horns is 
being pressed on liieir brow. 

What these folks need is a 
second application of Divine power, 
then they will sec clearly, they will 
see the King in His beauty, and see t 
the beauty of Truth. 

Saint James has a good word 
for all those who see men as trees walking: "Jf any man lack wisdom, 
let him ask of God who giveth to all men liberally."
